The Battle of Jutland. 


We record to-day the greatest sea 
fight since Trafalgar—the first naval 
action in this war in which the 
main battle fleets of Great Britain and 
Germany have been in contact. Its results 
have been inconclusive. Three battle 
cruiseis—the Queen Mary, the Indefatig- 
able, and the Invincible—have been sunk, 
and three armoured cruisers—the Defence, 
the Black Prince, and the Warrior—are 
also lost. Our loss in destroyers is léss 
than seemed probable from the Ad- 
miralty’s first communiqué; it amounts 
to eight vessels in all. The loss 
of life, harder to bear than the loss of 
ships, has been, it is to be feared, consider- 
able. The complements of the heavy 
ships sunk, apart from the destroyers, 
totalled nearly five thousand men. A 
portion of the crews is stated by the Ger- 
man Admiralty to have been picked ur. by 
the enemy s ships. 
of the Indefatigable, however, which 
numbered seven hundred and ninety, the 
enemy report only twa, survivors, and we 
must be prepared to face a death-roll 
which will run inte thousands. The 
conditions in which the action appears to 
have been fought, which probably mili- 
tated against the work of life-saving, have 
also invested the losses of the enemy with 
some uncertainty: The Germans admit, 
so far as their heavy ships are concerned, 
the less only of the pre-Dreadnought 
battleship Pommern, the sinking of which 
is not claimed by our Admiralty. They 
claim to have sunk the Warspite. one of 
our latest and most powerful battleships ; 
but this claim is evidently due to a con- 
fusion of that shin with the Invincible.

than a general outline of the action. The 
public will certainly expect our Admiralty, 
as soon as it is in possession of all the 
facts, to issue an account as full and 
frank as is consistent with the public in- 
terest of an action in which, so far as 
definitely established loss is concerned, the 
balance is slightly in the enemy’s favour. 
Landsmen, and particularly landsmen who, 
like the British public, cherish an almost 
superstitious faith in the invincibility of 
the Navy, are apt to be unduly influenced 
and impressed by mere results. Sailors 
will draw no large conclusions from the 
mere results. They will view them in the 
proper perspective of the circumstances in 
which they occurred. So far as its in- 
fluence on the future of the naval war 
is concerned, the results of the action are 
less important than its circumstances. 
Any attempt at present to reconstruct the 
development of the action must be, with 
the meagre information so far at our dis- 
posal, largely speculative. It is evident 
that the whole of the German High Sea 
Fleet was under steam in the North Sea. 
The German Admiralty tells us that it 
was ‘‘engaged on an enterprise directed 
towards the north.” Whatever that enter- 
prise was, the British Fleet was informed 
of it. In the area between the Skager Rak, 
the northern exit from the Baltic, and the 
Horns Reef, which is off the west coast of 
Jutland near the German frontier, and 
within four hours’ steam of the German 
North Sea bases, the enemy encountered a 
British force. It consisted of the battle 
cruiser fleet, together with ‘some cruisers 
and light cruisers, with four fast battle- 
ships—presumably of the Queen Elizabeth 
class, which comprises the Warspite—in 
support. This force, of which the four 
battleships were apparently not at first 
engaged, was confronted with the whole 
German High Sea Fleet. Battle cruisers, 
less heavily protected than battleships, 
though as heavily armed, are not com- 
petent to engage battle squadrons. In what 
circumstances our battle cruisers, unsup- 
ported by more than four battleships, were 
compelled to engage the enemy’s battle 
squadrons, before which they should have 
been able to retire on their supports, we 
have yet to learn. Compelled, as they evi- 
dently were, to engage unsupported, their 
loss could not have been other than 
serious. When our own battleships came 
into action the enemy, favoured probably 
by the evening mists, broke off the fight 
and retired, and an action in general 
chase, continued into the night, followed, 
in the course of which the enemy suffered 
the losses which we renort to-day. 

The swift punishment of the enemy in 
this action in general chase is a fine 
tribute to the British Navy’s fighting quali- 
ties, and confirms our faith in the supe- 
riority of the Grand Fleet. The first 
phase of the engagement appears to reflect 
upon the strategy of some British Admiral 
afloat, since the enemy were able to bring a 
stronger force to bear at the decisive 
moment. Valuable shivs and invaluable 
lives have been lost. We have suffered, 
however, no irreparable damage, either 
materially or, quite certainly, morally. 
The sinking of the three battle cruisers is, 
undoubtedly, a serious loss. It reduces 
almost by one-half our strength in vessels 
of this class, which have constantly— 
notably at the’ Falkland Islands, where 
the lost Invincible flew the flag of Admiral 
Sturdee—proved their value in the naval 
war. Their loss may place us temporarily 
at some disadvantage in dealing with Ger-

man raids against our coast. Their 
peculiar functions, however, have largely 
devolved upon the fast battleships of the 
Queen Elizabeth and later classes, and in 
battle strength our superiority in numbers 
is so great that the respective losses actu- 
ally increase the ratio in our favour. 
The loss of the three armoured 
cruisers is! a less grave matter. 
Armoured cruisers, which no Power is now 
building, have been found to play no 
special part in this war, and in any case 
the German armoured cruiser fleet has by 
this time been almost wholly destroyed, 
while we still dispose of these vessels in 
considerable numbers. As for the moral 
effect, no one who knows the British Fleet 
will require to be assured that it will be 
eager to avenge its losses still more amply 
than it did on Wednesday night. If the 
inconclusive result of the action en- 
courages the enemy to try definite con- 
clusions with the Grand Fleet, it will be 
ready to meet them, and we shall have 
full confidence in the issue. 


Cattle Prices. 


The “abounding agricultural pros- 
perity '’ of which the Vice-President of the 
Department of Agriculture spoke lately 
is well exemplified by the present 
state of the Irish cattle trade. The 
scale of prices in the Dublin cattle 
market on Thursday was remarkable; 
such prices have not been known 
before. The market was large, but it was 
a general opinion that the supply of 
animals might have been much larger 
without any effect on prices. Owing 
chiefly to the needs of the Army, fat cattle 
are in enormous demand, and record prices 
have been reached in the English mark=ts 
this week. This fact has given the market 
for store cattle, in its turn, an even more 
remarkable strength. In the English 
fattening districts grass is almost twice as 
abundant this year as it was twelve monihs 
ago. Store cattle bought now can be 
fattened into fine, large beasts, and there 
is every prospect that these beasts will be 
sold at rates at least as high as those 
which now prevail for fat cattle. English 
farmers are, therefore, willing to pay very 
high sums for store cattle, and since. 
owing to the scarcity of shipping, supplies 
from elsewhere are scarce and déar, the 
Trish dealer can stand out firmly for the 
highest prices. For Irish bullocks in 
good condition £30 is now a frequent price, 
and in the Dublin market this week 
£56 was paid for one such animal. 
So high have prices been in Eng- 
land for fat stock lately that ad- 
vanced store cattle have been sent into the 
fat stock sale rings. Incidentally, it 
may be remarked that Irish bullocks sell 
in the English. markets at higher prices 
than the English, and praise is given by 
agricultural experts to the ‘Irish Depart- 
meat of Agriculture for its assistance tu

The high prices are having an in- 
fluence on the public demand, and butchers 
in Belfast and elsewhere are talking of 
voluntary closing on certain days in the 
week because of the restriction of business 
on that account. 


Whit-Monday. 


Mr. Asquith’s statement regarding the 
postponement of the Whitsuntide holiday 
left several points in doubt. One of them 
is the point whether the postponement 
applies to Ireland, and we have received 
many inquiries on the subject. The situa- 
tion is made more—but not wholly—clear 
by a reply which the Home Secretary 
has just made to a question by the 
Early Closing Association. The Association 
asked whether the postponement was ap- 
plicable to shopkeepers throughout the 
country, or only to those in munition 
areas. Mr. Samuel replied that the sus- 
pension is not limited to munition works 
or munition areas. It is intended to be 
as general as possible, and the Proclama- 
tion which is to be issued, substituting 
Tuesday, August 8th, for Whit-Monday, 
will apply throughout the country. Whit- 
Monday will not count as a Bank Holiday 
for the purpose of the holiday provisions 
of the Factory Acts, and all occupiers 
who would otherwise have to give that 
day as a holiday will have to give the 
holiday on August 8th in the present year. 
Shopkeepers who choose to close their 
premises on Whit-Monday will not be 
liable to any penalty, but Mr. Samuel 
points out that, as the ordinary business 
of the country will proceed as usual, great 
inconvenience will be caused if there 1s 
any considerable closing of shops. The 
position of Ireland is still left uncertain 
by this statement, and will only be made 
definite by the issue of the Proclamation, 
but we are inclined to think that the post- 
ponement will apply to this country. Bel- 
fast is a great munition area and a great 
centre of shipbuilding. It is not less 
necessary that Whit-Monday should be a 
full working day in Belfast than on the 
Clyde, and we can afford no remission of 
the labours of the munition factory in 
Dublin and of the other establishments 
in the city which are now executing war 
contracts. Since the suspension is to be 
general in Great Britain, there are equal 


} reasons why it should be general in Ire- 


land—reasons of convenience, of senti- 
ment, and of patriotism. We have been 
left out of the Military Service Act; it 
would be rather humiliating if a majority 
of the Irish people were unwilling to yield 
the trivial sacrifice of a postponed Bank 
Holiday to the cause of victory.

First and foremost, we wan 
to eee what the loss of life has been, 
for trained sailors are much less easy to 
replace than ships. I am afraid that 
there is no doubt that it has been heavy. 
These big battle-cruisers carry something 
like a thousand men apiece, and, with 
so many torpedo-destroyers also put out 
of action, the work of picking up the 
survivors must have been rendered very 
difficult. ne a 

Another very important point is the 
manner in which these ships came by their 
end. Were they sunk by gunfire, by sub- 
marines, or by mines? The official 
account says that the action took place 
in the afternoon, and that the German 
Fleet was aided by low visibility. If, the 
British ships approaching from the fest 
had the afternoon sun behind them, they 
would afford an easier mark to the Ger- 
man gunners. It will be remembered 
that, when the Good Hope and Monmouth 
were sunk off Coronel, the light was in 
favour of Von Spee’s squadron. Further 
information on these and other points 1s 
anxiously awaited. 

All that is known with certainty of the 
proceedings in Committee Room 14 at the 
House of Commons to-day is that Lord 
Kitchener had an enthusiastic r ception 
when he rose to speak, 
equally enthusiastic demonstration at the 
close of the proceedings. Some two 
hundred members attended the reception. 
With Lord Kitchener were Lord Derby, 
Mr. Tennant, Mr. Forster, and Mr. Ian 
Macpherson. Great care was taken to ex- 
clude all strangers from the House, and a 
police guard was stationed at each of the 
corridors. Some members who were pre- 
sent have told their friends that the meet- 
ing was in every way successful. A large 
number of questions were put to Lord 
Kitchener, and were freely answered by 
him. The general impression left upon 
the mind was that, on the whole, things 
were going well. 

In the Nation last week “H. W. M.” 
remarked that, if Ulster stands out of a 
Home Rule Government, the finance of 
the Bill is wrecked. A correspondent, 
writing from the Reform Club under the 
initials “ V. K.,” declares that view to be 
a mistake. “Inasmuch,” he says, “as the 
great cost of Irish administration—and 
consequently the great chance of saving— 
has always been in the South of Ireland, 
while the greatest need of increased ex- 
penditure to meet the educational needs 
of a growing urban population is in the 
North, the finance of the Act would be 
eased rather than injured by the exclu- 
sion of Ulster.” ‘This is, so far as I know, 
an entirely novel view, and, as such, seems 
to be worth reproduction, though 1 should 
not like to accept it offhand as correct. 

The. Kaiser's adulation of Field-Marshal 
von Hindenburg is somewhat fulsome for 
our ideas, but then, the Kaiser knows his 
man and Germany. Probably this some- 
what belated public acknowledgment of 
Von Hindenburg’s work last year is but 
a prelude to fresh efforts against Russia 
or a recognition that von Hindenburg will 
soon have a very heavy task before him 
to hold the Russians back. There is a 
marked weakness in the speech compared 
with some of the Kaiser's previous ora- 
tions. |The Divine aid is called for, not 
demanded, and the German Armies are to 
endure victoriously. There is not a word 
of an advance. It really looks as though 
the Kaiser has recognised that he is held 
in a grip on all fronts, and that his armies 
can do no more than hold and endure. 

Some soreness has been felt in London 
at the number of Belgians of military age 
seen about the streets or employed in 
different works. This condition of things 
is now to end, for it has been decided by 
the Belgian Government that all men be- 
tween the ages of eighteen and forty years 
are to| be called up either for the Army 
or for| industries connected with national 
defence. 

One of the most surprising features of 
London life at the present time is the 
extraordinary number of aliens seen about. 

ey are everywhere in ‘buses, trains, 
and streets. It is said that most of them 
are Swiss or Dutch, and that they are 
here for work. Strong complaints are now 
being made that the hotels and restaurants 
are engaging alien men by the score as 
waiters to take the place of Englishmen 
or Allies who have gone to fight, and that 
these imported aliens are in many cases 
not altogether sympathetic to our cause. 
Stories are told of the men bumping visi- 
tors in the rudest manner, and behaving 
altogether in an unsatisfactory way. Per- 
sonal experience shows that there is some 
ground. for the complaint, while every- 
body can see for himself that it is true 
that London is now overrun with young 
alien men. 

The sale of dollar securities to the 
Government is having a market effect on 
the business of the Stock Exchange. Re- 
investment of the money realised by the 
sale of American stocksf/and shares has 
brought about a most h Ithy demand for 
good British securities,

only trouble is tffat many such stocks are 
unprocurable owing to the minimum price 
regulations still obtaining.

THE MEANING OF DREAMS. 
From the early days of Babylonian 
civilisation there has been a widespread 
belief in the importance of dreams. Little 
scientific attention was paid, however, to 
the subject until in 1900 Dr. Frend pub- 
lished his “Interpretation of Dreams.” 
His theories, which were the result of pro- 
found erudition and close observation, 
were sufficiently valuable to transfer the 
study of dreams from the realms of char- 
latanry and magic to those of science. Dr. 
Coriat, who is a distinguished Boston 
physician, claims that Dr. Frend’s work 
has done for psychology what Darwin did 
for biology. In the carefully-written work 
before us he outlines the meaning of 
dreams as elaborated by the pyscho- 
analytic school. The examples of dream 
interpretation which he gives are, ob- 
viously, not of the dream-book order, and 
he states that every dream mentioned has 
been personally, analysed by him. The 
theory of dream-origins which he advances 
is, of course, Eo upon the ideas col- 
lected in the dreamer’s sub-consciousness. 
This mass of repressed memories and 
wishes in the unconscious is kept from 
entering the consciousness by the exer- 
tions of a censoring function, but experi- 
ences of the present may act as instigators 
to such an extent that the sub-conscious 
memories and wishes rush into the con- 
sciousness in the form of dreams. Then 
dreams are memories and wishes? This 
is go, but they are so disguised by pre- 
sent experiences as to become unrecognis- 
able. The theory which Dr. Coriat sup 
ports will, he claims, enable an expert to 
interpmet dreams. A dream “may be 
symbolic of something deep-seated in the 
personality of the dreamer, or it may in- 
dicate something trivial” The import- 
ance of the former type lies, according to 
the author, in its application to the treat- 
ment of nervous and mental disease. Dr. 
Coriat, who is one of the editors of the 
Journal of Abnormal Psychology, has had 
an extensive clinical experience, during 
which he applied the doctrines’ ex- 
pounded in the present volume.
